The committee's objections to the plan to 
change the source of the city’s water sup- 
ply to the headwaters of the Meramec river 
were based on consideratidns of quantity, 
cost and healthfulness. In all these re- 
spects the committee stated that the city 
would gain nothing by the acceptance of 
the proposition. 

The part of the report which related to 
quantity stated that the Meramec spring 
and river do not contain enough water to 
they meet the ordinary 
of present consumption. The 
in which a_ daily demand of 
00,000 gallons or more, which is 
timated as the need of the city in thenear 
future, could be met would be by the im- 
pounding of water in the reservoirs. 

In the section relating to cost, figures were 
furnished to show that the water supply of 
the city from the present source, including 
the cost of erecting and maintaining a filtra- 
tion plant at the Chain of Rocks, will be 
$761,132 per year, while the annual cost of 
furnishing unfiltered water from the Mera- 
mec spring and river under the proposed 
system would be $1,036,600.

Will Gen. Kitchener bring his reputation back with him 
when he returns to England from that “graveyard of repu- 
tations,” South Africa? 

The most difficult part of the conquest of the Boer nation 
is just beginning to appear. Under Generals Botha and De 
Wet the burghers are discouragingly active. 

Gen. Roberts did not add to his reputation in South Africa. 
He was lucky to get away when he did. And Kitchener, the 
great organizer, the man who thought and planned a cam- 
paign in the Soudan, for seven years, the man who, when he 
started on his expedition of hundreds of miles had the work 
so well in hand that he foretold the very day on which the 
final battle would be fought—Kitchener of Khartoum, will 
he lose his fame trying to de the impossible?

EXPOSITION BONDING BILL

DIRECTORS MAY NOT ACCEPT IT 


Theatrical, Operatic and Mercantile 
Entertainments in the Building Are 
Prohibited by the Bill. 


The Exposition bonding bill, so amended 
as to prohibit the Exposition management 
from renting Musié Hall for theatrical, op- 
eratic or mercantile purposes, was passed 
by the City Council Friday evening, after a 
spirited discussion. 

Whether the ordinance will be accepted in 
the form in which it passed the council 
will depend on the action of the directors 
of the Exposition. The bill will become op- 
erative when its terms are accepted by the 
tirectors, and the acceptance must take 
place 30 days after the signing of the bill 


by the mayor. If the board of directors of 
the Exposition does not accept the measure, 
matters will remain as before, and the 
management will be left without the bene: 
fits of the bonding privilege and with ne, 
restrictions on the uses to which the build 
ing can be put. 

n offering his amendment to the bill, 
Councilman Kratz claimed the Exposition 
management had been going into business 
not authorized by law, and that they should 
be restricted from further use of the 
buildings for theatrical or commercial pur- 
poses if they were to be granted the privi- 

es sought in the bill.
